Mr. Hull, chalmlan of the committee 
OB military affairs, reported back from 
that committee a substitute for tht- 
l>rlggs rf'Sfilutidii for an Invrstigalion 
of the alleged hazing of Oscar L. 
Book at West Point. The substitute in 
■obitance Is that It being alleged in 
the DVirspapers that Oscar L. faboz of 
Bria^l.

Vblted States military academy ..t 
WiMt Poiat, died at bis home from iu- 
Jnrlea purporting to have been the re- 
sult of basing Inflicted upon him liy 
fprtain unknown i'adels of the s.iii! 
military academy, and the sec:retary o: 
war ii now lai^laii tnrettltation cf 
the. acts, the secretary be reqnested to 
report the result of such Investigation 
to the house of rppresentati vfs to- 
gether with such recommendations as 
he may see fit to make. The rerort of 
Secretary Root together with that of 
Superintendent Mills Is attached lo 
liif resolution. 

Colonel Mills has entered the broa:l- 
CBt denial, based up:>n th^ full investi- 
gation made by himself, of the report 
of the hazing. Secretary Root reports 
that at the instaucp of Colonel Mills 
he has appolnteJ a lioard consisting uf 
Major General Brooks, Colonel Gilles- 
pie and Colonel Clous, to meet at West 
Point Dec 15 to. investigate, not only 
the Booz case, but also the metho Is 
employed at the academy to prevcui 
basing. 

The house took up for consideration 
the bill for the reduction of war taxes 
Mr. Payne (N. Y ) made the oiitning 
address on the revenue bill cxp.aluinK 
the proposed reductions. 

The Judiciary committee reported 
farbr&biy the bill providing for an ad-

Washington, Deq. IL— The oleomar- 
garine bill which passed the house was 
refcrrrd to the sen ite committee <jii 
agriculture without division. The 
shipping bill was taken up and Mr. 
Clay of Georgia made an extend ri: 
speech against It. After discussing the 
lacllltles of the United States for sl iii 
building, Mr. Clay argued that there 
was no more reason for giving a sub- 
sidy to ship builders and owners than 
to the farmer who produces Wheat or 
eotton or corn. If the ship owner is 
entitled to a subsidy, he continued, 
the farmer la equally entitled to one.

BEOKHAM IiNAUG PaATED. 

UdmlntatratlTie Pulldea Ontlined— No 
KirTeru'eto Ooebel Tragrdy. 

Frankfdrt. Ky., Dec. 11.— Governor 
Bfckham wa.s inaugurated for u term 
of three years, with inaugural ceie- 
monles the nmst elaborate witnessed 
in the state during the present decade. 
The inaugural parade wiis made up uf 
all the military (ompauios of the state 
compriaing thCQC regiments, the Du' k- 
wortli cliib w Cincinnati, political 
claba from thia city, Louiavllle and 
other towns of the state, clvle Moieties 
and distinguished citizens Ih carriages 
and on horseback forming a pr<.>ce8- 
sion of gieat length. When the in- 
augural procession reached the state 
capitol, the oath of office was adminis- 
tered to the governor by Chief .lus\lce 
Hazlerigg, in the presence of a great 
crowd which had gathered to witness 
the ceremonies. After the ceremonlis 
at the inaugural stand the governor 
reviewed the state troops. 

Governor Beckham in his inaugural 
address did not refer to the murder of 
William Gtoebel, but devoted hUnsd^ 
entirely to afata mattera. He thanked 
the people for the honor conferred up- 
on him by electing him governor for 
the remain, ig part of the term. He 
promised the state a clean and honest 
administration of its executive affairs 
in a spirit of fairness and toloiaiice 
with no feeling of partisan hate or 
malice, with the sincere desire to re- 
move as far as poaaible, all friction 
and ill feeling from among the people. 
He l);iplly str'.rd some of the loailiu^ 
policies by wliich he will be guided in 
the administration of the ofUce and 
promised his cordial support in the de- 
velopment of Kentucky's indnstrial In- 
terests. He said It would be his po!l;'y 
to keep the state guard in a first class 
condition, but that the military power 
shall always be in abaolute subordina- 
tion to the civil anthbrlty and shall 
never be «-a!led into active service ex- 
cept as a last resort in carrying oui 
the decrees of Judicial tribunals. 

strike SiHtenieiitA Olircr. 
Chi ago, Dec. 11. — According to of- 
ficials of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad in Chicago, only ISO 
vacancies made by the ttrikb of tele- 
graph opei ators on that system yot r' - 
main to be filled, and ail of th( se art- 
east of Al'juquerque, including the 
gulf division, the center of the strike 
trouble. The officials also state enough 
men have already bneii on^agcd to till 
half of these places, and tti.it the train 
service of the whole system, both 
freight and passenger is now restored 
to the basia' existing before the strike 
was called. Representatives of the 
operators Insist that the tie-up is coni 
plete and are urging the strikers to re 
main out. Owing to the wide discrep 
ancles between the statements of the 
railroad offl.ers and the leaders of the 
striking operators it is impossible to 
correctly estimate tba BUmbar Of OP 
trators who are out. 




A. K. L. Conventinn. 
Louisville, Dec. 11. — At the coiiv< u- 
tion of the A. F. U a rosewood gavel 
was presented President Oompers by 
the Central Labor Union of Louisville. 
A resolution adopted pledges tlie sup- 
port of the federation to tlic uuijus of 
Tampa and denouncing the Kesislau- 
da. Another reaolution adopted pro- 
vides that affiliated unions askuowl- 
edge cards issued by federated unions. 
Olli< I' resolutions adoptt^d provide for 
the demanding of the card of the re- 
tail clerlca' internattonal protective as- 
sociation when making purchases for 
the organization of unions of shipping 
department workers and all other 
freight handlers; for organization of 
blaokamlths and the piaaing of such 
organizations in the front rank of 
trade unionism; for the organisation 
of trunk and bag workers, and for the 
organization of agriculturists.
